while to give the facts. As has been before 
in these columns, when the business 
district was rebuilt it was greatly extended. 
We are tainted with single, occasional unoccu- 
pied stores. We can point to blocks of occupied 
stores where before stood shabby rows of 
shanties. The stores on Wabash avenue that are 
vacant are those which were built hastily and 
roughly for occupation while the business dis- 
trict was being rebuilt. If they were still in 
use, abd the business district was completely 
filled, it would be the most marvelous growth 
of apcient or modern times. The fact is, that 
when the men of Chicago built after the fire, 
they built not only for their present use, but for

FLATS. 

There isa great demand, house agents say, 
for flats, or houses built in apartments for sep- 
arate families. People who cannot afford to pay 
$80 to $100 per month rent would be very glad 
to take a suite of rooms, if such were to be had. 
Several apartment houses are now building on 
the North Side and West Side, and the rooms 
have all been taken, even though not yet fin- 
ished. Thore are many real advantages in this 
system of apartments for people seeking either 
to economize or to escape the unavoidable care 
of keeping up a large ho Toe cheap buiid- 
ing we have formerly had gives us great waste of 
space, and very ‘incohvenient and badly-built 
houses. In the apartment house we have good 
ventilation, well regulated heat, sufficient lignt, 
and thorough!y excellent and enlightened meth- 
ods of building, at a minimum of cost 
which cannot be reached in single 
buildings, The supply of this kind of 
homes is not at all equal to the demand, The 
demand is greatest on the North Side, and comes 
mainly from people who lived in cottages before 
the fire. These have been burned, and on ac- 
count of the fire ordinance canpot be replaced. 
Their former occupants seek for flats iu prefer- 
ence to boarding.

In fact, it 
must operate to its disadvantage as a resort in 
any sense, for, while it makes it disagrocable to 
those on foot and dangerous to children play- 
ing about, it is not sufficiently attractive or am- 
ple to induce those out for a drive to seek it in 
any numbers, 

As the larger parks are coming into use for 
drivoways, it would be better if all the smaller 
places were hereafter kept simply for.play- 
} grounds and resorts for families lving 
in the neighborhood. In this case, they 
would be safe and attractive spots where chil- 
dren could run about without danger. There 
are a number of such parks or squares iu New 
York City, and upon a summer’s day they, are 
thronged with visitors. It is understood that 3 
petition\will be circulated amon 
the neighboghood of Union 
Common Council to exclude vehicles from 
pleasure ground. 

NORTH SHORE BOATING BASIN. 

The projected improvements along the north 
shore, which are to be undertaken by she Lin- 
cola Park Commissioners, are now fairly under 
way. It was decided some weeks ago to build 
a breakwater extending from Diversy street to 
North avenue, being a mile and a halt in length, 
and running paraliel at a distance of 200 feet 
from theshore line.

The railroads companies not only propose to 
make payment in cash, at a time when the city 
greatly needs the money, but they are willing to 
pledge themselves to erect upon the property a 
superb and extensive building, which will not 
only be of benefit to Michigan avenue, but will 
moreover be an immense convenience anda per- 
manent architectural ernament to the city, 
It seems unaccountable that any hon- 
est and intelligent member of the 
City, Council should for a moment hesitate 
what to do. The public are clamorous for the 
sale. The propéertv-holders desire it. Every 
tax-payer and business man favors it. The 
press unanimously support it. There is no valid 
reason why the sale should not be made, and no 
sound reason can be advanced why it should not 
be consummated without further delay. 

The talk about what the property may be 
worth im the fature is mere foolishness.

Church, not liking the Episcopacy, protested 
against the rule of the Bishops and the practice 
which placed al authority in the hands of the 
traveliug preachers.

Juis 
church formaliy seceeded im 1830. Its General 
Couterence meets once in seven years, instesd 
of once in ten years. It is formed of one cleri- 
cal and one lay delegate for every 1,000 communi- | 
cauts. 

THE WESLEYAN METHODIST

Dean Stanley is fully as popular as ever in 
London. April 12 the first of the special n- 
day evening services at Westminster Abbey 
took place, when. there was a very crowded at- 
tendance. The gates were thrown open at 6 
o'clock, an hour before the commencement of 
the service, and in about a quarter of an hour 
the spacious nave was filled, every seat being 
ocoupied, as well as the aisles, and a large num- 
ber were unable to obtain admission. An inti-

Coming from the quarter it does, it 
will be all the more effective,—much more 80 
than if it came from an equal number of clergy- 
men or church-members. The President of 
the Association, Mr. G. A. Korn, introduced the 
question, What measures should be taken to 
have the licenses of the pretty waiter-girl” 
saloons revoked? He argues that they are an 
outrage on the community and a municipal dis- 
grace. Most of the members of this Association 
are saloon-keepers themselves, and their war on 
the pretty waiter-girl” beer-shops may not be 
altogether in the interests of morality and of 
municipal honor, but the protest is timely all 
the same. If the saloon-keepers themselves 
regard the pretty waiter-girl” saloons as a 
disgrace to them, the disgrace to the city 
at large is all the more conspicuous. 
Mr. Zenieschek, one of the members of the 
Association, related an instance of the practices 
of these places which came under his observa- 
tion. A stranger went into one of these saloons 


vith two young men, $203, and several pieces of 


silver in his pocket. A young girl waited on the 
partys They drank two glasses of wine, and the 
stranger fell asleep. He returned to conscious- 
ness in the “gutter,” having paid $208 and some 
pieces of silver for his evening's entertainment. 
Now, it is not an heroic act of virtue to visit a 
„pretty waiter-girl” saloon, and if a stranger 
loses his $203 in currency he is not entitled to 
much sympathy in the premises. No tears will 
be shed over his loss; and if every one who at- 
tends similar places were left to sleep and dream 
in the gutter every time he goes we think it 
would be in the interest of public morals. 
These places are neither more ner less than pub- 
lic nuisances, and should not be tolerated. 
They are moral pest-houses, and should not be 


| licensed. Mr. Zenieschek is very much afraid 


that, if not suppressed, they will be pointed to. 
as proof of the “damnable nature of all sa- 
loons.” It would seem that the stranger 
above referred to is not the only one 
ho came away from one of these places poorer 
than he entered it by more than the price of a 
glass of beer or wine. Mr. Hartke knew a man 
from New York who had lost $200 in a pretty 
waiter-girl saloon. 

We have been informed that Mayor Colvin 
has declined to revoke the licenses. of these 
dens, though frequently importuned to do 80. 
If this is true he may well be suspected of an 
obliquity in the matter of public morals. They 
are, in their very nature, disreputable and 
disorderly houses. They flaunt their vice 
in the face of the public, and make 
it loud with the music of cracked horns and 
banged-up pianos. They are a stench in the nos- 
trila, and a sore to the eyes of all decent peo- 
ple who are compelled to pass by them at night 
when they are in full blast. 4 precedent for 
summarily breaking them up is found in New 
York City, where the Mayor revoked their licen- 
ses, and the police arrested their inmates. This 
is what Mayor Colvin and his police ought to

THE PRICE OF MEAT. 

Within the last three weeks there have oo- 
curred two advances in the wholesale price of 
beef, mutton, and veal, and the retail prices of 
these articles have also been advanced beyond 
all precedent. The prices of beef on the hoof 
at the Stock-Yards have had an average rise 
within the last thirty days of from three-fourths 


‘of 1 cent to 1 cent per pound. This is the 


total rise of the price of beef on the hoof. The 
price of the beef sold to Chicago buteh- 
ers has advanced from $3.50 to $4.25 and 
$4.00 to $475 per 100 pounds, while 
the retail prices of beef have advanced an aver- 
age of 4 to 5 cents per pound. This is an out- 
rage upon the public, and has no warrant in jus- 
tice. The rise in the retail price of beef is the 
result of a mere combination to keep up prices, 
and force from the public 2 or 8 cents a pound 
extra for all the beef they consume. 

In the case of mutton there has been a greater 
advance in the wholesale cost than in beef. The 
butchers’ mutton, which sold in the yards at 
$3.50 to $4 per hundred, has advanced to 
$7 and $7.50, while the retail price has advanced 
from a shilling to 18 and 20 cents a pound. In 
this case, too, the advance in the retail prices of 
mutton has been out of all proportion with that 
in the wholesale prices. 

In this matter we do not suppose the respon- 
sibility attaches so much to the retail butchers. 
They are themselves victims. With compara- 
tively few exceptions, the retail butchers of 
Chicago do not do their own slaughtering. 
They purchase of the wholesale dealers 
in dressed beef. This last business 
has now bécome enormous. These men 
purchase the cattle, slaughter them, and 
sell the meat to the retail dealers. We have 
no doubt that they can in this way furnish the 
retaiters with beef cheaper than the latter could 
supply themselves directly; but, nevertheless, 
it places the whole business in the bands of a 
small body of men, who at any moment, by com- 
bination, can levy a tax of 1, 3, or 5 cents a 
pound on all the meat purchased in the city. 

With beef selling om the hoof at $4.50 a 
hundred, there is no reason why the retail price 
of the choicest cuts should exceed 16 cente, ner 
why the whole may not be  retailea 
at an average of a shilling 3 pound, 
An advance of this kind in an article 
of food of such necessity as beef is a severe ex- 
tortion upon the community. We do not know 
that there is any redress, save that of not buying 
the beef until the prices fall. There is no 
scarcity of beef, nor is the quality ot beef depre- 
ciated. The really fine cattle which are sold at 
the Chicago Stock-Yards are never bought for 
the city trade, except to a limited extent, by a 
few butchers who do their own slaugntering. 
The cattle sold here for city consumption are of 
a class known to every herdsman and 
stock-raiser from here to the Rio Grande. 
Whenever there is 4 cow that is 
not classable under any of the heads known te 
the trade, the animal is designated as Chicago 


butcher stock,” and is forwarded to Chicago. 


by the thousands for other marketa the Chica- 
go butcher stock” stops here, is purchased, 
slaughtered, and retailed to the general public 
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better grade of animals. The only practicable 
way of breaking over this extortion is to buy 
less beef, or no beef at all for a few days, or a 
week ; and this, with the warm wegther, will 
bring these people to the choice of taking hon- 
est prices or suffer a total loss of stock. 

' ARBITRATION VS. WAR. 

The art cf killing is not yet one of the lost 
arte—although in all decency it should be. The 
Christian nations of the world, among whom, if 
anywhere, peace and good will to all should 
reign, pays $300,000,000 yearly to maintain 
10,000,000 professors of the art of death, an art 
to which nearly all the éciences are tributary,— 
chemistry, physics, mechanics, engineering, 
architecture, aeronautics, The laurels won at 
the Bar, on the Bench, on Change, or by the 
pen, dazzle not the public eye as those 
that are won by the sword on the field of 
battle. The history of Cwsar, Alexander, or 
Napoleon finds a thousand readers where 
that of a Rufus Choate, a Marshall, 
a Taney, or a Byron even, finds one. On 
the successful soldier the world ‘heaps wealth ; 
it sounds his praises, exalts him to the highest 
place. Military glory isthe most dazzling of 
glory. 

Nor does all this change as the world ad- 
vances. War is more humane now than it used 
to be; but it is still war, the giant of blood-red 
tresses, with ee that scorcheth all it rolls 
upon.” We* moderns are more scientific, t. e., 
more cold-blooded, in our warfare than our 
grandfathers. We are, perhaps, less of the sav- 
age in war than our ancestors far back; but 
when we go to battle we take as many lives, 
make as many widows and orphans, desolate as 
many homes, and draw as many tears from the 
living. We waste more wealth in the destruc. 
tion of life than we spend in the support of 
charities, or in philanthropic enterprises. 

No one will deny that war is an evil,—a great 
evil. It is, however, always a choice between 
two evils, real or imagined, and is chosen because 
supposed to be the lesser of tlie two. In this 
view of it, war is not wholly wrong. Were it 
wholly evil mankind would not so universally 
reward the successful warrior, Itappears in the 
guise of the avenger of the night. It is the 
shadow of patriotism, the guardian of our 
hearths, our homes, and loved ones. Hence the 
enthusiasm it awakens. War has, it cannot 
be disguised, done much for the world. 
Out of its evil has come forth good. 
The whole history of the animated crea- 
tion is one of struggle and warfare, in which 
the fittest survive. In the contests of nations 
the sceptre has g over to those who could 
wring it from all offers. And, although might 
is nct right,—since man is a moral being,—to 
the mighty belongs the earth, only because to 
be mighty they must first be right, or have been 
ia the right. 

But whatever good war may indirectly have 


produced in the past, it is not the less true that 


it would be a blessing could it be dispensed 
with asa mears of settling disputes between 
nations; could Reason, or even mutual 
interest, take its place. There are 
many who hope that this may yet 
be; that arbitration will take the place of 
war, and future battles be fought as the United. 
States fought Eugland at Geneva. Diplomacy 
alone is not guficient to settle certain grave in- 
ternational difficulties. The question of arbi- 
tration is exciting a great deal of attention in 
Europe,—in fact, the world over. The project 
meets with a great deal of encouragement: in 
France and Germany. In Italy the House of 
Deputies formally sanctioned it by vote. On 
the 29th of April the International Code Com- 


| mittee of the United States held a meeting in 


New York to consider the feasibility of mak- 
ing arbitration a basis of settlement in 
disputes between nations, and to agree on 
principles, in view of an International Congress 
to be convened soon to make arrangements for 
settling international affairs amicably. The 
same question had been discussed at a meeting 
of publicists and statesmen held in Brussels in 
October, 1873, which lasted four days, and at 
one held about the same time at Ghent. 

The advocates of arbitration feel much en- 
couraged by the precedent set in the Geneva 
case, notwithstanding the fact that the United 
States and England are not agreed on the inter- 
pretation to be put on the three rules adopted 
by them mutually. How to move in this matter 
is, of course, @ question of the highest im- 
portance. It is not probable that Governments 
will take the initiative, much as they may indi- 
vidually favor the movement. On individuals 
this will devolve. 

As to the prospects of the success of the 
movement, it behooves us to speak with caution. 
So many apparently impossible things have been 
accomplished already that he would be bold, in- 
deed, who would set limits to the possible. Lord 
Amberly, Prof. Seely, and other gentlemen in 
England, think that war may be abolished by 
a federation of nations. We have little faith 
in this method. The federation of nations is, 
itself, as hard to effect as itis to abolish war. 
To do away with brute force by a federation of 
the States of the world would be to accomplish 
the impossible by the more impossible. Neither 
will the preaching of the commandment “ Love 
one another do it. Love one another” has 
been preached for well-nigh 2,000 years, and 
still men will make war on one another. A more 
practical suggestion would be so to organize the 
world that no nation can afford to go to war, and 
that the world at large, consistently with ita own 
material interests, cannot afford to allow any 
two nations to engage in hostilities one against 


the other. When the moral law is reinforced by 


interest, it is most apt to be observed. This 


‘should, perhaps, not be so. But it isa patent 


fact that it is so, and we may as well take the 
world as we find it. 
erco is a great civilizinginfluence. Free 
trade is a great preacher and evangelizer. It 
makes the jaterest of a nation the interest of 
all, and, thanks to the network of mutual inter- 
ests in which it involves all the nations of the 
earth, makes the enemy of one the enemy of all. 
Freedom of trade will, if allowed to have its 
way, hasten the time when the common sense of 
all will bold the world in awe. When that day 
comes common sense or reason will take the 
place of war. This will be the era of arbitration. 
—

Wher the theory of evolution was first 
broached Cuvier met it by saying> If this is 
true there must have been some intermediate 
form between the paleotherium, with its three 
toes, and the horse, with its one toe; produce 
that form or abandon the theory that is un- 
tenable without it.” The missing link has 
since been found by an American scientist, 
Prof. O. C. Marsh, of Tale. 

For several years Prof. Marsh has led to the 
Western Plains, every summer, a party of explor- 
ers. He has done this at great personal ex- 
pense. But he was willing, like a second Rich- 


ard, to give his kingdom for a horse, and by 


spending part of it he has got what he wanted. 
When America was discovered it contained no 
horses and norelated animals, such as the quagga, 
zebra, or ass. The Indian antiquities bore no pic- 
ture of a horse, no sign of its presence, from 
the Northwest Passage to Cape Horn. At 
least nothing of the sors has ever 
been found, unless, indeed, we consider 
that a horse-bone picked up in one of the ruined 
cities of America is of equal age with the city. 
This absence of all record was a strong point 
against the theory that horses lived on this Con- 
tinent in pre-historic time. The ruins of Asia 
and Africa abound with sculptured horses. In 
Europe the homes of the cave-dwellers con- 


tained, when discovered, traces of the presence | 
A reindeer-horn found in the 


of such animals. 
cavern of La Madeleine, Dordogne, France, has 

scratched upon it seven figurés of horses. But 
no such mementoes have been found in America. 

The Indians had no legends, even, abéut the 
animal. De Soto’s horse was a marvel to the 

Cherokees. They instantly named it the ani- 

mal with a single finger-nail,”—that is, the hoof. 

Science has translated their name into Latin 

and used it. 

The rocks have now borne testimony to the 
truth that seemed so false. The horse did 
exist in America before the Spaniards land- 
ed. Prof. Marsh bas found in the eocene drifis 
the fossil remains of the orohippus, an 
animal about as large as a fox, with four toes on 
its front, and three on its hind feet, all of which 
touched the ground. The miocene period has 
yielded up the miohippus and the ancitbherium. 
They were the size of a sheep. Each had three 
toes on each foot, all of which touched the 
ground. The side-toes of the ancitherium were 
smaller than those of the miobippus. The 
pliocene era hid in its rocks, before the pick 
dislodged them, the fossilized skeletons of the 
hipparion and the pliohippus, both of which 
were as large as an ass. The former 
had three toes, but only one of them 
touched the ground. The latter had but one. 
Another one-toed species, the equus, as large or 
larger than the present horse and very like it, 
has also been disinterred from its stony grave. 
Our horses sometimes have a superfluous hoof 
attached to the real one. This may be a re- 
appearance of the ancient type. The many-toed 
hoof was of use in crossing the great 
marshes into which the lakes that once 
covered Western America gradually dried. 
The single-toed hoof is the best form 
for flight and defense. As the marshes 
disappeared, the horge of many toes found it- 
self unable to flee from its enemies or to defend 
itself from them. The one of fewest toes had 
the best chance of life. Thus. the “survival of 
the fittest” resulted in the gradual development 
of the animal with a single finger-nail.” 

These facts, like most of those of science, have 
a religious bearing. The inspiration of the Book 
of Mormon has often been denied, because it 
mentions horses and asses as existing here in 
pre-historic time. The Mormons are, therefore, 
jubilant over Marsh’s discoveries. 


ANEW SUGGESTION IN RAPID TRANSIT. 
We have received the following interesting 

letter, which suggests a new way of solving the 

rapid-transit problem : 

Te the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune : 

em: I have waded through mach nonsense lately 
published on elevated, undergroand, and back-ailey 
railroads, expecting to find suggested the only simple 

plan which has occurred to me, 

Not being 3 civil engineer, it will require but little 
space to present it tothe readers oft Tux Tano, 
who will appreciate its advantages without elaborate 
argument, 

It is simply to run cars under our sidewalks. This 
would require a single track without switches (under 
two sidewa.k:), between two perpendicular walls, 
upon which would rest the walk as now, the walk be- 
ing elevated, say, 12 inches above the street—bed, which 
space being open, woald afford light and ventilation, 


presented se few objections, To provoke an expression 
at these is the object of this article. Respectfully, 
L. G. Son. 


We have submitted this plan to two civil engi- 
neers, who concur in considering it perfectly 
practicable. The main objections to be over- 


come are the numerous pockets of quicksand in 


the soil through which the semi-tunnel must be 


excavated, the difiiculty of ventilation, the jar- 
ring of the foundations of buildings near at 


hand, and the interference with the sewage sys- 
tem. The first two objections apply to all un- 


derground plans. Engineering skill can over- 
come the first beneath the sidewalks, as it did 


beneath the lake. There might, however, be 
some danger, when a large quicksand pocket was 
struck, that adjoining houses would cave in. This 
would be especially true of heavy business 


‘blocks, Still the danger would be small. The 


proposed tunnel would be better off as regards 
ventilation than most tunnels are. The side- 
walk over it would be 12 or 15 inches in the clear 
above the street. It would be supported, not by 
a curb-stone, but by long, low iron arches, which 
would allow free ingress of air. This would 
probably be insufficient, however, even if sup-

station. There the withdrawal of the clamps 
and the application of brakes would bring it to 
stand-still. This method would secure a more 
locomotives otherwise necessary. Both these 
facts would diminish the jar. The indirect ad- 
vantages would be the absence of steam and 
smoke, and the possibility of making the tunnel 
lower than it would have to be in order to por 
mit the passage of a locomotive. A depth of 
nine or ten feet would be sufficient. This would 
save excavation, which is no easy matter in our 
at first an insuperable obstacle. Our sewers 
have to rise steadily from the water in order to 
get a sufficient slope. At Western avenue they 
are very near the surface. The proposed sub- 
sidewalk roadway would out off all the 
connections of houses with the main sewer 
of the street. Even in the heart 
of the city the sewers. are not deep 
enough to be below the level of such a road 
bed, much less at the outskirts. The difficulty 
can be met thus: A sewer must be built on the 
inside of the tunnel half a mile or a mile long. 
All the houses in that distance would drain into 
this. At its end an U-shaped pipe, passing 
under the tunnel, would connect it with the 
main sewer. A cesspool on the inner curve of 
the U would catch the solid matter too heavy to 
be forced up the other side. Thiscesspool could 
be easily cleaned, at regular intervals. A series 
of such side-sewers wouid drain the whole street. 

Mr. Schofield’s plan strikes us as the best of 
all the underground schemes, if the engineer- 
ing art can overcome the obstacles. The space 
his railway would occupy is of little value. 
Where it is used at all it holds only coal-vaulta, 
water-closets, eto. The streets would have to be 
torun up enly at thecrossings. The Company, in 
return for the right of condemning the needed 
land, might justly be required to strengthen 
the foundation-walls on one side and the curb- 
wall on the other, and to lay stone-sidewalks for 
the roof of its tunnel. It would thus benefit 
property in more ways than one. Men who 
ought to know believe that the main objections 
urged against the scheme are not sufficiently 
weighty to counterbalance the arguments in its 
favor. Some of them can be overcome. The 
others can be borne. It seems, as we have said, 
the.best of the underground plans, and is cer- 
tainly worthy the mature consideration of civil 
engineers in connection .with the problem of 
intramural transit. 

WORKING UNDER PRESSURE. 

It is said that Americans die yeung because 
they work at high-pressure, Under such cir- 
cumstances, the steamboat is apt to blow up and 
the man to fall down,—both ere they have run 
their race. The young American is certainly not 
anxious to die. Yet he pursues the hasty life 
that is well-nigh sure to kill him prematurely ; 
partly from necessity, it is true, for when men 
run, he who walks must lose the race, but partly 
from choice also. The “whip in the sky,” of 
of which an Atlantie poet sang some months 
since, lashes Americans on elsewhere than in 
New England. This working under pressure is 
bad for the worker, no doubt, but is it for the 
work ? 

Some of the world’s best handiwork has been 
done under the spur of necessity. The page 
that is written while the publishers messenger 
is knocking at the door for more copy” is 
sometimes the best part of the book. Some of 
Sir Walter Scott’s et work was done at the 
last moment left him by his bargain with the 
bookseliers. Later in life, when crushing care 
had come upon him, his jaded brain aid not re- 
spond so readily to such a stimuius. But then 
he had to write at high-pressure constantly. 
‘Phere was no breathing-space of idleness. Sach 
labor not only kills but palsies before it slays. 
Good work under pressure is done only when 
the time a prudent man would have devoted to it 
has first been spent in indolence, or something 
akin to it. Rossini affords an admirable 
example of the spur necessity may be to a man. 
„Nothing,“ said he, *“ excites inspiration like 
necessity; the presence of a copvist waiting for 
your work, and the view of a manager in despair 
tearing out his hair by handfuls. In Italy, in 
my time, all, the managers were bald at 80. 
I composed the overture to ‘Othelld’ tu a small 
room in the Barbajs Palace, where the baldest 
and most ferocious of managers had shut me up 
by force, with nothing but s dish of macaroni 
and the threat that I should not leave the place 


‘alive until I had written the last note. I wrote 


the overture (o the Gaza Ladra’ on the day of 
the first performance, in the upper loft of the 
La Scala, where I had been confined by the man- 
ager, under the guard of four scene-shifters, 
who had orders to throw my text out of the win- 
dow, bit by bit, to copyists, who were waiting 
below to transcribe it. In default of music, I 
was to be thrown out of the window myself.“ 
These two notable instances are both examples 
of admirable intellectual work under pressure.

It may not injure a race- 
horse that has been resting for weeks to run at 
topmost speed around a two-mile course, but it

From a 
memorial by the Rev. H. R. Haweis, we gather 
the facts which came under his notice as an in- 
timate friend of Mr. Deutsch. 

It was in the summer of 1869 that the state of 
his health first caused alarm among his most in- 
timate friends, and to Mr. Haweis he confeseed 


that he got no sleep at night. He had been in 


the habit of writing all night. going from his 
lodgings, after a hasty breakfast, to the British 
Museum, where he scrupulously performed his 
official duties, while engaged in literary work of 
the most exhausting nature. Beyond this, the 
petty jealousies of officials at the Museum 
complicated the state of his health. Notwith- 
standing the attentions shown to him by 
eminent in letters and art, they 
seemed the more disinclined to allow 
him the honors he had won, and coldly 
rejected anv courtesies profferéd him from with- 
out. An invitation from the Viceroy of Egypt 
to attend the opening of the Suez Canal was de- 
clined. A petition to Parliament to appoint him 
keeper of the Semitic antiquities at the Museum, 


| signed by the Dean of Westminster and others, 


was quietly shelved by the Trustees. Gradually 
the whole temper and tone of his conduct 
changed, and from having been, says Mr. 
Haweis, “the most open, generous, good-na- 
tured, and amiable of men, he became at last 
the most reserved, cold, cautious, and suffering, 
of the subordinates of the British Museum.” 

But these are trifles to what follows: In 
March, 1870, came the first warning of that

N. the Prussian Sisterhood at 
Alexandria, he died—hiroic, calm, and patient to 
the last. 

Once he said to his friend: “Do you know 
there isa frightful curse—a nameless curse—

for hundreds of years who could read the 
secrets, have done it, and the curse is come upon 
me.” We may not believe in this. We live in 
an age which is not prone to accept. supersti- 
tions, or place faith upon the powers of 
amathema. But we may emulate the evdurance, 
and bear witness to the noble fortitude, with 
which unflinchingty he fought his way to the 
last, striving against the powers which too often 
drive men to deeds of darkness, suicide, or 
crime,

FARTHER INDIA. 


THE LAND OF THE WHITE ELEPHANT; A Nan- 
RATIVE OF TRAVEL In BU Siam, Cocurn-Curma, 
ero. By Faanx Vuvoenr, Ja. With Lilustrations. 
New York, Harper & Bros, 1874, 


Mr. Vincent has given us a very readable book 
about countries little known, and which are out 
of the ordinary route of travel. Coming from 
Madras to Rangoon, he journéyed up the Irra- 
waddy, the fourth river in size in the world, to 
Maudalay, the Capital of Burma. Returning 
thence, and skirting the coast of the Malayan 
Peninsula, calling at Penang and Singapore, he 
proceeded to Bangkok, the Capital of Siam; and, 
crossing the country to the eastward, once more 
reached the coast at Saigon, the Capital of 
(Freach) Cochin-China. : 

These are eminently proper countries to travel 
in. The people—a quiet, orderly folk—offer no 
impediment and demand no tribute. Much of 
the journey, being performed by rivers and iv- 
tersecting cacals, is of that easy description that 
requires little exertion from the traveler, except 
for defense against mosquitoes. Rice, bananas, 
fowls, and Manilla cheroots are everywhere to be 
had in profusion. The presence of few Euro- 
peans at the ports insures the ability to procure 
tlie necessary claret, sherry, and cognac ; and, 
with three grains of quinine each morning.in 


one’s coffee, immunity against fevers 1s secured. 


* Moreover, Mr. Vincent seems to have been on 
excellent terms with the ruling powers, and was 
favored with audiences by the Kings of Ava, 
Siam, and Cambodia. ‘Something of a Yankee, 
too, we judge; for, with admirable finesse, he

With the 
ineonvenieace and discomforts of long voyages 
borne for us by others, we are content to view 
their beguties at second-hand, and look upon 
the vision, undimmed by passing vexations, as 
an oasis from which we catch for the moment a 
passing inspiration and pleasure. 

Slowly, but surely, are these bright lands pase- 
ing under the control of the Western Powers. 
Not more deftly does the weaver’s hand throw 
under the shuttle the thread of which he weaves 
his fabric, than do the crafty policy, the insinu- 
ating diplomacy, the unrelenting force, of En- 
gland and France entangle these feeble and 
sleepy nations in a web from which there is no 
escape. Their possessions dot the coast- 
line; their boundaries are each decade 
advanced, and bound together with the 
power of the telegraph and steam navigation. 
Their civilization infuses itself somewhat into 
the worn-out, enfeebled life of the East; and, 
the while these Celestials are curiously consid- 
ering, with a childish simplicity, the toys with 
which they are for the moment amused, the 
heavy hand of moderu progress is laid upon 
them, and the dominion, the power, and the 
wealth of their fertile fields, broad forests, and 
noble rivers, are passing from their graap to 
that of the outside barbarians.

He fiow took up bis abode with 
Mr. Haweis, and from this time (danuary, 1871) 
became invisible to all but a few of his acquaint- 
ances.

The most skillful physicians and surgeons 
could afford him no aid. He went to the sea- 
shore, but soon returned. His agonies at night 
were fearful. ‘“‘ Uoder the heaviest opiates’ he 
could not sleep more than half or three-quarters 


of an hour; he was then hunted up by his agony, 


and bad to go through by himself, in a drowsy 
and etupified state, a difficult and painful sur- 
gical operation, Which had to be repeated some- 
times ten times a night. 
Through the spring and summer of 1871 came 


no alleviation of his misery; and in June, 1671, 


his leave was up, and he returned to his duties 
at the British Museum. Mr. Haweis’ descrip- 
tion of his daily routine is a vivid picture of 2 
desperation almost approaching madness :

sea of cocoa-nut and betel-nut palms, fields of 
tice, aud jungle.

In looking over the life of a city, as it appears 
in its inhabitants, one is struck with wonder at 
the number of persons who seem to have no oc- 
cupation, of 80 little as to urge involuntarily 
upon the mind the question, How does he 
live?”

disease, for it can scarcely be called anything 


élse, attacks only the young man. On the con- 
trary, many men have lived to their fortieth or 
fiftieth years as staid and industrious citizens, 
and then have fallen into shiftless ways. It is 
not unfrequently the result of a sudden misfor- 
tune, or the blight of some life-long dream. 
Others will come to it from affliction, and still 
more from wealthe-though this latter class are 
shielded from 1 2 all the charac- 
teristic trai v ond. 

But probably the age at which a person often- 
est drifts inté the mode of life which is properly 
described under this title is during his yonth. 
There is an infinite variety of. circumstances of 
condition, training, and surrounding iufiuence 
that go far towards determining the young man 
to this career, but as a general rule it will be 
observed that his form of character is that 
poses him to adventure and variety, 
and ia hot curbed by wise parental authority.

LOUIS J. LULL. 

The body of ex-Police Capt. Louis J. Lull, who 
died at Rvecoe, Mo., on the 6th inst., from the 
effecta of a wound in the chest, received during 
the encounter with the Younger outlaws, reached 
this city at 7:30 o'clock yesterday morning. The 
remains were accompanied by Mrs. Lull, by the 
Captain's mother, and Mr. Linden, of Pinker- 
ton's agency. It appears from Mrs. Lull's state- 
ment, that her husband's death was due to two 
causes; first, to the cowardice of Detective 
Wright, who ran away when he might have taken 


) part in the fight, and killed or disabled one of 


the Youngers ; and second, to the unskillfulness 
or ignorance of the doctor who was 
called to attend the Captain after he had been 
shot. It seems that Wright got drunk after his 
arrival at Osceola and said nothing about the 
fight, Lullremaining over night im the brish, 
uncared for, and suffering from a bullet- 
wound in the body and another in the left 
wrist, which shattered the bones. Iastead of 
washing out the wound, the physician plugged 
it up, and hemorrhage resulted. When Mrs. 
Lull got to Roscoe, she found the Captain sink- 
ing rapidly, aud sent for Dr. MoNeil, who, after 
examination, had little bopes, as the wound 
had not been probed, and the poison- 
ous matter had passed into the lung and 
was beyond his reach. Everything possible 
was dove, and for a time the patient improved ; 
but last Wednesday he was seized with congas’ 
tion, and died at 7 o'clock in the evening. His 
mind was clear, and he realized his fate and was 
resigned, remarking in reply to something bis 
mother said to him: “ Yes, I shall rest soon in 
Heaven.” 

He asked that the Masons be allowed to bury 
him, and his Lodge (Blair, No. 393,) will have 
c eof the funeral, which will take place at 
11 o'clock to-day, from his late residence, No. 
143 North Ada street. The Captain was a brave, 
conscientious officer, and lis death will be re- 

etted by many, though it will be gloated over 

y the thieves and their associates and helpers 
in this city.

THE COAL-+EXCBANGE. 

The Coal-Exchange met Saturday afternoon 
with a very full attendance, and transacted a 
large amount of business.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE, 


The City of Fort Wayne Deprived of 
Some of Its Territory. 
Special Dispatch to The Chacaao Tribune, 

Fort Warns, Ind., May 9.—The Sentinel this 
afternoon contains an abstract of the decision 
of Judge Osborne, of the Supreme Court at In- 
dianapolis, in the case of Robert S. Taylor vs. 
the City of Fort Wayne. The case is one of the 
most important on the docket of the Supreme 
Court, and the decision excites universal sur- 
prise. The facts are briefly these: About ten 
years since a number of gentlemen living on the 
territory immediately southwest of the city 
filed a petition with the County Commissioners 
for incorporation as a town, aiming thereby to 
avoid annexation to the city and the pera of 
city taxes, The City Attorney ap before 
the Commussioners, and resisted the application. 
The Commissioners postponed their decision 
tilla subsequent session, and, mg@anwhile, the 
City Council annexed the territory in question to 
the city. Thereupon, suit was brought by 
petitioners in the Circuit Court to set aside the 
ordinance, but a decision was rendered in the 
city’s favor. The case was 
the State Supreme Court, 
has been pending since. 
was practically abandoned by 
the petitioners, many of whom had paid the tax- 
es demanded. A number of suits for refunding 
taxes may now be expected. This is the first 
case of the kind ever decided by the Supreme 
Court in this State, and establishes an important
